O R D E R  

Clearwater Disposal, lnc. ("Clearwater Disposal") has applied for Commission 

approval to connect its wastewater collection facilities to the wastewater collection and 

treatment system of the city of Middlesboro, Kentucky ("Middlesboro") and to cease 

operations of its wastewater treatment facilities.' 

Having considered the application and evidence of record, the Commission finds 

that: 

1. Clearwater Disposal is a Kentucky corporation organized pursuant to KRS 

Chapter 271 B . ~  

' Clearwater Disposal applied for approval of the proposed abandonment on 
December 23, 2004. Following receipt of the application, Commission Staff served 
upon Clearwater Disposal interrogatories and requests for production of documents. 
Clearwater Disposal has responded to these discovery requests. 

The Attorney General is the only patty to move for intervention in this matter. 
The Commission granted his motion. The Attorney General has not conducted 
discovery or requested a hearing in this matter.

2. Clearwater Disposal owns and operates wastewater collection and 

treatment facilities that serve approximately 190 single family residential units in the 

Ambleside Subdivision of Bell County, ~en tucky .~  

3. Clearwater Disposal's wastewater collection and treatment facilities 

consist of an extended aeration wastewater treatment plant with a maximum capacity of 

70,000 gallons of wastewater per day and 6,351 feet of various sized polyvinylchloride 

main.4 

4. Clearwater Disposal's wastewater treatment facilities were constructed in 

1982. Clearwater Disposal added additional capacity to these facilities in 1997.~ 

5. As of December 31, 2004, Clearwater Disposal had net utility plant of 

$62,971 .6 

6. As of December 31, 2004, Clearwater Disposal had total assets of 

$75,477, total equity capital of $(42,363), total current and accrued liabilities of $83,551, 

and contributions in aid of construction of $34,28gV7 

7. Middlesboro owns and operates a wastewater collection and treatment 

system that provides sanitary sewer service to Middlesboro and the surrounding

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environs. As of December 31, 1999, it provided sanitary sewer service to approximately 

8. Middlesboro's wastewater treatment plant is an oxidation ditch facility with 

a design capacity of 2.8 million gallons of wastewater per daysg It employs 6 persons 

who are certified wastewater plant operators.1° 

9. Middlesboro's wastewater system was constructed in 1935 and has been 

in continuous operation since 1939." 

10. As of June 30, 2004, Middlesboro's sewer operations had total assets of 

$1 0,935,350 and total liabilities of $947,61 3.12 

11. For the year ending June 30, 2004, Middlesboro sewer operations had 

actual revenues of $1,687,135 and actual expenditures of $1 ,277,867.13 

12. In 2001, Bell County Fiscal Court applied for and received a grant to 

extend sewer collection mains from Middlesboro's sewer collection system to 

Clearwater Disposal's collection system.14

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13. In 2005, Middlesboro began construction of the sewer collection mains. 

Upon completion of the sewer collection mains, Clearwater Disposal will connect its 

sewage collection mains to Middlesboro's collection mains and cease operation of its 

collection and wastewater treatment facilities. Middlesboro has agreed to assume 

control of and responsibility for all collection facilities that Clearwater Disposal currently 

operates upon connection of the two collection systems. 

14. Upon connection of the two collection systems, Clearwater Disposal 

customers will pay Middlesboro for the provision of wastewater services. 

15. Middlesboro assesses the same rate for wastewater service to residential 

customers who reside inside or outside the city's boundaries.15 

16. Assuming an average residential water usage of 5,000 gallons monthly, 

Clearwater Disposal customers will pay a monthly rate of $16.1 5 for wastewater service 

to Middlesboro. They currently pay a monthiy rate of $18.66.'~ 

17. Clearwater Disposal's proposed abandonment of its wastewater collection 

and treatment facilities will result in the consolidation of existing wastewater collection 

and treatment systems and the likely elimination of the wasteful duplication of costs and 

efforts and produce greater economies of scale and a higher degree of service to the 

general public. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. Clearwater Disposal's proposed abandonment of the wastewater 

collection and treatment facilities is approved.

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2. Middlesboro's assumption of control and responsibility for Clearwater 

Disposal's wastewater collection facilities is approved. 

3. Within 10 days of abandonment of its wastewater collection facilities and 

transfer of any responsibility for such facilities to Middlesboro, Clearwater Disposal shall 

advise the Commission in writing of such abandonment and transfer. 

4. Clearwater Disposal shall be responsible for submitting to the Commission 

a financial and statistical report, as described in Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 

5:006, Section 3, for calendar year 2005 and for that period in 2006 in which it operates 

its wastewater collection and treatment facilities.
